Pronapty very few persons supposed 
tiat the decline in the value of silver 
during the Inst ton years had had any 
effect on the tael value of produce, 


commensurate to tho difference in 
sterling exchange, Bat a great num- 
ber of people we may say took it for 
granted that values in China declined 
as they have done in every part of the 
world, and that the fall in tho price of 
silver, and consequently in exchange, 
had reduced the price of tea and silk 
here. Au examivation of the prices 
given by foreign merchants for these 
articles does not bear out this im- 
pression, for, making fair allowance 
for flactuations in their values at home 
tbe rango of price in China sinco 
1876 bas been remarkably steady. In 
examining into the prices oblained 
by the Chinese over a series of years, 
it must be borne in mind that high 
prices may have been obtained in 
particular seasons from causes with 
which the rate of exchange, and to 
some extent the home demand, has for 
a time had little to do. A short sille 
crop in Italy produced the high prices 
of 1876 (and to some extent of 1877) 
when one chop advanced 100 per 
cent. and other silka nearly as much, 
and a short crop in China com- 
pels buyers of the different kinds of 
our silk, on account of continental 
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manufacturers, to pay prices that mer- 
chants are nuable to afford, and thus a 
higher level of prices is maintained for a 
time. Again, China sill does not now go 
to one large market whose quotations 
may be taken as the sole guide, asis the 
caso with Liverpool in regard to Dhol- 
ora cotton, Last season, for instance, 
London took ouly about 10,000, France 
85,000 and America 8,000 bales of 
China silk, and the requirements of 
manufacturers on the Continent and in 
the United States probably led to the 
laying down cost in’ these countries 
being sometimes higher than the range 
of prices in London, and also to the 
market in Lyons and New York being 
above the London one. Those are so 
many influences which make it diffi 
calt to explain variations in tho prices 
of silk on this side; but they are 
market influences, aud the stato of 
the exchanges between China and 
Enrope aud America only affect them 
to the extent of making some pur- 
chases here practicable or not at 
a particular time, If exchange pre- 
vents orders being executed, the obsta- 
clo is overcome in the natural business 
way, either by the Chinese dealers 
abating their prices, or by the absonce 
of mereautile paper, from a cessation in 
operations in silk, producing an easier 
money market. The London market 
is the criterion in black tea; most pur- 
chases bere and in Hankow are for it, 
the only side influence of any import 
ance being the Russian demand, which 
has hitherto required the bulk of the 
finest teas, for which prices were given, 
in many cases, far above the limits of 
busors for England.

‘An examination into the prices paid 
daring the same period for black teas 
here and ic Hankow leads to the same 
conclusion, but in this case there have 
been no violent flactuations from short 
crops either in China or India, our 
great rival. In some years too many 
or too fow “finest to choice” tens may 
have led to a higher or lower price 
being given for them, but in the case 
of the “common to fair” descriptions, 
which cover the bulk of the export, the 
variations in the tael value were evid- 
ently produced by the state of the 
Home market.

Daring the first five of these years 
the London prices for common teas 
ranged from 7d, to 8d. and 9d., but in 
the last five the prices have been from 
5d, to Gd. a pound. As regards the cost 
of laying down teas in the London 
market, that has been diminished to 
some extent iu the last ten years by 
lower freights, rates of insurance and 
dock charges, and in a greatmany cases 
by the middleman in London being dis- 
pensed with. So far as we know there 
has been uo lowering of the cost of 
native transport to bring the teas from 
the producing districts to market, or of 
the internal dutios levied on them. 
Until tens and silk leave the hands of 
the Chinese dealers for those of the 
foreigners who have parchased them 
the conditions under which they arrive 
on our markets are presumed to be the 
same as those of ten years ago. Our 
trade has uot bad the advantage of 
cheap and wide railway communica- 
tions as in India. 

In 1876 the import trade here was on 
the largest scale known up till then, 
aud showed a great increase in all 
articles. Compared with the previous 
year, which bad shown an increase in 
imports, in 1876 we received 5,407,258 
pieces of grey shirtiugs or about 900,000 
pieces more than in 1875. Our imports 
of grey shirtings in 1885 were nearly 
6 million pieces, an advance of 10 per 
cent on the figures of the previous 
year. Batin other articles of cotton 
manufactures which have come in re- 
cent years to be very important items 
in onr trade, the increase is much hea- 
vier; in 1876 we received 1,503,338 

ieces of drills and jeaus and last year 

837 of these goods and sheet- 
ings, the Inst not being enumerated 
in the returns of the first period, 
bat it should be mentioned that a part 
of the increase in the consumption of 
drills has avisen from their having 
takon the place of heavy T-Cloths in 
the native demand. Other imports 
of cottons, some of them, as yarn 
for instance, assuming importance are 
in much greater use uow than for- 
merly. In woollen goods—camlets 
which were 77,755 in 1876 were 107,674 
last year. ‘The decline in the price of 
cotton manufactures here may be rough- 
ly taken at 20 per cent. in woollen 








goods it has been more, and this differ- 





ence with that in the rate of exchange 
has been balanced by cheaper prices in 
the Home markets, lower freights and 
charges, and in most if not in all 
cases the saving of commissions to 
middlemen, who under the old system 
of trading financed for our import 
trade. In the last ten years large 
districts of China have suffered from 
famine and flood, and from the break- 
down of official and banking finance, 
and the extension of trade has been 
hindered by the imperfections of the 
communications. Tho fall in sterling 
exchange has certainly not lessened 
our import trade however much it may 
have disappointed and at times injured 
the foreign merchant. We are as yet 
only on the outskirts of the trade of 
this great Empire, and it would seem 
that cheapness and quality give our 
manufactures the best chance of supply- 
ing large districts where they are at 
present scarcely known, A steady 
exchange is what is required; but if 
that is procured by increasing the cost 
of imports we cannot but think that it 
will be injurious to the import trade. 
and probably retard its growth, Tho 
great bulk of the Chinese people aro 
poor, they are obliged to practice 
economy of the most rigid kind, and 
they haye no seasons of extraordinary 
prosperity, as working people have in 
Europe, which enable them to spend 
more than is ordiuary times. Good 
crops chiefly affect their purchasing 
power. And, as regards the tea ex- 
port, it is chiefly to a low exchange 
that we can look for its being main- 
tained when tho Indian crop becomes 
double its present size. ‘The future of 
our silk trade may be rendered doubtful 
by a rise in exchango, if this involved a 
lower scale of prices in China, For, 
notwithstanding the lowered values of 
silks at home the demand for cheap 
articles has led in late years to an in- 
creased export of low qualities and of 
waste, and this has told against good 
silks. And at the same timo the native 
consumption has doubtless increased, 
and may be expected te grow with tho 
geueral prosperity of the country, of 
which there are satisfactory sigue. As 
far as we have been able to learn the 
natives have more money than they 
had some years ago, there is apparent- 
ly more sycee in use among the trading 
classes, and the increased demand for 
drills and heavy shirtings of the best 
makes—even though these may to some 
extent have taken the place of other 
heavy goods—which has greatly lessen 
ed the consumption of the oversized 
cottons of which wehave heard so much, 
indicate a general improvement. It 
is fair to infer that if they can afford to 
bay better cotton goods they aro at 
the same time using more ailk for their 
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clothing. Thus, the requirements of 
the natives, acting on our silk market 
simultaneously with a rise in exchange 
and a popalar demand everywhere at 
home for cheap articles, which is likely 
to continue, might greatly curtail our 
silk trade. 
one intimately acquainted with the 
China trade, aud capable of taking 
broad views on it, will be examined by 
the Currency Commission.

price, it inn etriking fact that iron, steel, 
cotton goods, wool aud woollen goods, 
oonl, tin, lend, und copper have sustained 
substantial advances, most of which 
Appear based upon the hed-rock of a 
widened demand,” Wheat and all that 
is included as breadstuffa continue at 
low prices, wheat being at the begin. 
ning of Inst month 12 per cent, corn 
more than 4 per cent. onts over 20 
per cent, and sugar 13 per ceut., 
lower this year, ‘Lhe railway earnings 
and the clearances at the Banke aro 
considered to support the view that 
the aggregate of trndo hins boon increas. 
ing, wud the eamo journal sums up the 
position with farther remarks, from

THE ATTACK ON THE CHARTERED 
‘MERCANTILE BANK. 

The two men Wong Tai-kee and Wei 
Cho-tai who were captured by the police 
on the oceasion of the bank robbery were 
brought up in the Mixed Court this after- 
noon before the District Magistrate, the 
Mixed Court Magistrate Mr. Tsai, and the 
British Assessor Mr. Playfair. 

Capt. McEuen was present on behalf of 
the Police. 

No fresh evidence was forthcoming but 
thatof Mr. Polite who answered two or three 
questions put by the Magistrate as to 
the finding of the cartridges and some other 
points, ‘The package was found upon the 
second prisoner while a few loose cartriges 
were found upon the other. The dollars 
aud jinricsha tickets were fonnd in the 
canvas bag which was carried by Wong. 
Ho stopped the prisoners of the corner of 
Nankin and Kiangse Roads and Sergeant 
Smith and Mr. Cole came up shortly after- 
wards. When he saw the prisoners one of 
them was loading the pistol 
firing them behind his back. 

‘The prisoner Wong, in’ reply to the 
Magistrate, gave a slightly different story 
from that which he previously told, ‘The 
other prisoner was removed from the 
Court during Wong's cramination. 

Wong stated that he came from a place 
about 15 li from Foochung or Foongchung, 
but nobody in Court seemed to know very 
much about the geography of this locality. 
He adhered to his former statement that 
he was a countryman and added that he 
owned about 40 mow of land. When 
questioned as to when he left home, he said 
it was about the 15th or 14th day of the 
ninth month. When examined about the 
object of his visit to Shanghai, however, he 
made a rambling statement from which 
nothing could be gathered. It appeared 
from what he said that he met the other 
men at Hangchow from which they went 
to Chinkiang in a boat. He could not 
describe the appearance of Mow, the 
leader, any better than he had’ done 
on the last occasion. They lived in the 
boat while they were at Chinkiang. He 
had not been to Shanghai before. When 
they came to the bank their captain handed 
him a pistol and said ‘‘keep guard.” The 
pistol did not belong to him but to the 
captain. When examined as to how many 
rounds he fired the prisoner denied that he 
fired any, and said lie had the pistol up his 
sleeve. He also denied that he had two 
pistols. He did not see any knives or 
daggers with the gang. 

‘The other prisoner was then brought in 
and said that he recognized one of the 
pistols produced as the weapon he used on 
the night of the robbery. 

The first prisoner was further examined 
by the magistrate as to his e place 
and appeared to give more definite informa- 
tion, for the magistrate remarked that nine 
out of every ten people from the place from, 
which the prisoners came were pirates. 

Mr. Tsai asked the prisoner how he knew 
about going to Wong-doo when he had 
never been there before to which the pri- 
soner replied that the other men brought 
him there. He had not been to the bank 
before the robbery. 

The second prisoner was then questioned 
and told very much the same story. He 
did not know, according to his own account, 
where he was going, and he was forced to 
go the robbery by the others. He could 
not tell what he was given the weapon 
for. He denied the ownership of the 
piece of bambooand the canvas bag, as also 
did Wong. He left his home, which was 
uear that of the other prisoner, in a wheel-

barrow to sell some cotton stuffs. Tho 
other men met him and induced or forced 
him to go with them. He was not given any 
weapons but picked the pistol up off the 
ground after it had been dropped by one 
of the others. He saw four pistols in all 
amongst the gang, He did not hear any 
talk amongst the others about the robbery 
beforehand. 

He afterwards stated that Mow gave him 
a pistol, but would not tell him when or 
where it was intended to be used. 

The Magistrate said that there was no 
use in examining the prisoners further, 
They would not give any more satisfactory 
evidence, but from their own story it was 
clear that they were guilty. The Chinese 
people were not in the habit of ing 
pistols unless they had some evil intentions. 

‘The second prisoner said that if he was 
allowed to go back to his native place he 
would point out the other men who were 
engaged in the robbery. He knew that 
one of them went back for he left an aged 


| mother and his children behind him, 


‘The Magistrate decided to send the pri- 
soners into the city where they will be 
dealt with, after they are allowed an oppor- 
tunity of aiding the authorities in the eap- 
ture of the other men implicated in_ the 
robbery, and in reply to Mr. Playfair he 
said thie’ sentence will be notitied to the 
police authorities in the Settlement,
